The Industrial Commission is to- 


day mailing out the order -which it 
recently adopted relating

hours of labor of women employees 
on street car lines. An advance 
story of this order was sent out un- 
der a Milwaukee date line a weik 
ago, but the official copy now made 
public shows that this report WHS 
garbled. 


The order of the commission pro- 


vides that in Milwaukee women may 
be employed as conductors, motor- 
men or flagmen by street car lines 
or.ly -at day work, and between the 
hours of S A. M. and 5 P. M. 
_ In all 


othetvcities and in towns and villages 
women may be employed on' street 
car lines between the hours of t 
a. m. and 5 p. m. but their hours o: 
work must not exceed eight hours 


:r day. 
The Industrial 
commission 
is 


charged by law with determining for 
e^ch employment in which women are 
engaged the proper length of the 
work day. In making: this 
order, 


the commission finds that the emp- 
ployment of women as conductors, 
motormen of flagmen by street car 
lines, at night work or during rush 
periods, is prejudicial to the 
life, 


health, safety and welfare of such 
women. It supports 
this finding 


,vith a detailed memorandum 
set- 


ting forth the reasons for the same. 
It cites the fact that this employ- 
ment- requires more standing than 
sitting, and that conductors must 
frequently get out to flag cars over 
railroad crossings. At the 
public 


;caring upon this matter, held last 
inter, it -ras developed that at Ke- 


nosha the women conductors on some 
;of the runs must get out no less 
than 108 times during a period of 
six hours' work. The commission al- 
so stresses the fact that -work on 
street car lines is different from the 
usual employments of 
women 
in 


that they must work alone and not 
in company v.-ith other women. It 
is particularly at night "and during 
rush periods that street car employ- 
ment involves hardship and dangers 
to women. 


Last week the IT. S. Bureau of La- 


bor Statistics issued a report upon 
the employment of women as con- 
ductors on street car lines in New 
York city. In this report the feder- 
al government condemns 'altogether 
the employment of women as conduc- 
tors on street car 
lines. Royal 


Meeker, U. S. Commissioner of La- 
bor Statistics, wrote the Industrial 
commission stating that the employ- 
ment of women as street car conduc- 
tors or motormen should be alto- 
gether prohibited, and if this is not 
done, at al! events it should be for- 
bidden at night time and during rush 
periods. 
^ 


The only city in which women are 


now employed on street car lines in 
Wisconsin is Kenosha. The Indus- 
trial commission in its memorandum 
states that conditions in Kenosha 
:ro as good as this employment can. 
possibly be made for women, but 
even in Kenosha a large percentage 
of women employed as conductors 
are married women v.-ho are doing 
their household work in addition to 
the work they do for the street car 
company.

Lieut. James B. Ackley of Chippe- 


wa Falls, who secured at Fort Sheri- 
dan his commission, in the national 
army and want to the other side late 
last year, has written two interest- 
ing letters from France to a Madi- 
son friend. 
Lieut. Ackley in Feb- 


ruary was quartered for a time in an 
ancient^ French city famous for its 
military associations 'in other wars 
'and in this war with the battle of 
the Marne, and in a monastcrn, 
erected some seven hundred years 
ago, which is of historical note, and 
about 250 American officers were at 
the same place. 


Some time ago, he was assigned to 


a machine gun battalion, and about 
five weeks ago he wrote from the 
trenches, where he was then on duty 
with his battalion,-a portion of the 
Rainbow division, and had seen con- 
siderable service and acquired much 
familitrity with enemy shell fire, fie 
writes in cheerful mood of the vicis- 
situdes of the life in the front line, 
intimating that shrapnel, if he could 
take his choice, would be the last 
variety of enemy gun fire he would 
pick for entertainment. 
He speaks 


of the devotion to duty and the en- 
durance and steadfastness of pur 
boys under the tests of actual war- 
fare, mentions a dearth of mail from 
tho United States and that a Febru- 
ary magazine was the latest reading 
matter he had secured and all he 
had "for an age" except a copy ot 
the new Madison paper and a mag- 
azine of last December. .Lieut. Ack- 
ley was journal clerk of the senate 
in the sessions of 1915 and 1917.

IN AUSTRIA FULL 
OF OUTRAGES 


Italians Subjected to Hun 


ger and Plague; Tuber- 


culosis Rages 


WASHINGTON—Italian 
prison- 


ers in Austria are subjected to hor- 
rible outrages, a dispatch to the 
Italian embassy from Rome today 
says. 


"Never in the history of the civ- 


ilized world have such outrages been 
registered," it says. "The whole 
thing seems to be a systematic ef- 
fort on the part of Austria to des- 
troy the manhood of Italy. 
Austria 


is endeavoring in every possible way 
to surpass in cruelty and ferocity al* 
of her accomplices." 


The dispatch'sayg. Italian prison- 


ers have been stripped and left with- 
out food or care if wounded. Most 
of them die of hunger and of plague 
Tuberculosis is raging and thousand: 
of consumptives fill the concentra 
tion camps. When their condition 
becomes desperate the prisoners are 
returned to Italy in exchange for 
Austrian prisoners whose condition 
in Italian camps has improved. In 
the last SOO prisoners sent back to 
Italy from Austria all were suffer- 
ing from tuberculo_sis in a very ad- 
vanced stage, the dispatch declares.

to secure the adoption of children. 
Two children of Bertha Knoll were 
sent to the Spartu public school in 
1913. 
On August 
13, 1917, 
she 


made application to the Walworth 
county court to have a guardian ap- 
pointed for them. 


The county court held 
that the 


state board of control 
was 
the 


guardian. 
This decision 
was re- 


versed by the circuit court. 
The 


board of control has taken an ap- 
peal. 
The county court held that 


it hod not jurisdiction to appoint a 
guardian. Judge Belden, to whom 
the . case was appealed, 
held that 


the court depriving a person of the 
custody of children always has jur- 
isdiction upon proper showing of 
amending its orders. 


Would Hurt Lav 


"If the ruling of the circuit court 


is correct, then the provision of 
section 573d is 
effective," 
says 


Attorney General Spencer Haven in 
a brief "tiled in the court. "If such 
ruling is approved by this court, 
then said provisions are devitalized. 
The state board of control will be 
hampered in the administration of 
this Inw. It will not be in position 
to assure parties who arc desiring 
to adopt children into their homes 
that they will not be taken away 
at any time thereafter by the or- 
ders of the courts which have com- 
mitted them to the institution.

It is the 
state board of control 
which has 


control of these minor children and 
whose duty it is to see to it that all 
children committed to the state pub- 
lic school 
are protected in 
their 
rights in the homes in which they 
are placed. 
It is very 
important 


that parents who have 
been ad- 


judged to be improper 
persons to 


nave charge of their children should 
not find t out where these children 
are located, because such knowledge 
will give them an opportunity to 
molest these children in their new 
homes and make it difficult for the 
persons having custody of the chil- 
dren to fill the place that nature in- 
tends the parents should fill. This 
law is clear and explicit. There is 
no ambiguity 
in its terms and 


therefore no room for construction. 
It has already been declared consti- 
tutional by this court, and we re- 
spectfully submit that the order of 
the circuit court be reversed and 
the proceedings dismissed."
